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DETAILED ACTION 

This application was filed 3/31/2005 and is a 371 of PCT/EP03/ 11203 
(10/09/2003) and claims foreign priority to GERMANY 10247233.5 (10/10/2002) and 
GERMANY 10256405.1 (12/02/2002). Claims 1-13 are before the Examiner and are 
subject to the following lack of unity of invention.

Group 6, claims 1-13 (in part), drawn to compounds, compositions and methods of use 
wherein all of X1-X5 is N 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-6 do not relate to a single general inventive
